Police: Dimona

DIMONA. — Police said the fire 
which did considerable damage at the 
Dimona Fibres materiais 
stores on Monday was the result of 
arson. .

Police HQ found technical evidence 
on the site showing the blaze was 
started deliberately, Itf#m’s reporter 
was told, 

Eitan Tzur, managing director of 
Dimona Fibres, who earlier believed 
the flre was an accident, said that 
some 1.250,000 worth of damage had 
been done. He said he was forming 
8 committee of inquiry.

British authority on transplants: 
Medicine becoming political 1 issue

Jeruselem (Post Reporter 
The fifth mternations! congress 


of the Transplantation Society open- ἢ 


ed here just as the Israeli public 
was made aware of the shortage of 
dialysis facilities — especially train- 
ed personnel — for persons suffer- 
ing from renel insuffictency. 

To gain some insight into this pro- 
blem, The Jerusalem Post met with 
Sir Michael Woodruff, president of 
the Transplantation Society and one 
of the world’s foremost. authorities 
on orgen and tissue replacement. 

According to Dr, Woodruff, “such 
matters are becoming less and less 
medical problems and more and more 
political and social questions. As me- 
dical science advances, the scope of 
treatment becomes a matter of how 
much money is available... People 
and their governments will decide the 
priorities — not the doctors.” 

He continued: “In Britain, we get 
many medical students from develop- 
ing countries. I feel there is no use 
teaching them sophisticated trans- 
plant techniques if there is no chance 
they will get fimancial backing to use 
that knowledge.” 

One of the most important ad- 
vances in Kidney transplants, says 
Sir Michael, are improved preserva- 
tion and storage methods for cada- 
ver kidneys. Writing in the “British 
Medical Journal” exactly 10 years 
ago, he noted that results of cada- 
ver kidney grafts were “very disa} 
pointing” because there was Ι

Otto Strasser, 
Nazi publicist, 
dead at 76 


MUNICH (AP). — Otto Strasser, a 


prominent Nazi publicist who broke - 
with Hitler over party ideology, died | 


here yesterday. . 

‘Strasser spent his last years in 
obscurity, and details about his death 
were not immediately available. 

‘Re was lest in the news in 1969, 
when a West German court rejected 
bis appeal for a state pension as a 
resistor of the Nazis. 


‘The court then ruled that Strasser | 


had. been ἃ personal opponent ‘of 
Bitler. rather than an opponent of 
Nazism. 

Strasser, Nazi publicist in the 
1920s, wes a party left-winger who 
resisted Adoif Hitler's ideological 
domination of the fledgling move- 
ment.” 

A fugitive from the Gestapo after 
the Nazis come to power in 1933, 
Strasser was stripped of German 
citizenship ἀπεῖδε. Hitler's 1934 purge 
of the Party. A World War Two 
exile in Canada, Strasser sought & 
role in the political life of post-war 
West Germany. But his Nazi con- 
nections had largely discredited him 
among Germans, and he gained oe 
support,

Rice production, 
particularly in India, had been se- 
Tiously affected by the current world 
shortage of fertilizer, and “there is 
nothing that can be done to increase 
the world supply of fertilizers In

Pesticides were also running short 
and “in the next six months their 
supply would be a more critica! 
factor than tertilizer." 

Jackson said that population

One delegate described the plan 
as a “boHow victory” for a US~ 
led group of developed and Asian 
countries, The US. came to the 
conference hoping to set precise 
goals for reducing population in 
opposition to most Latin American 
and African countries, which have 
called for development and a “pew 
international economic order” rather 
than population control. 


Saudi cutback ‘shows 
oil crisis not over’ 


(UPI). — Saudi 
Arabia's decision this week to cut 
back its daily petroleum output “has 
dealt a new blow to the campalgn 
by industrialized nations to bring 
oll prices down through market 
pressures,” the “Washington Post” 
said yesterday. 

The “Wall Street Journal,” how- 
ever, in an editorial on “Beating 
the oll squeeze,” called on Washing- 
ton “to get serious about reducing 
its dependence on imported oil.” 

The Saudi decision to lower oll 
production came shortly after two 
other important members of the Or- 
ganization of Petroleum Exporting 
Countries (Opec) — Venezuela and 
KuWai—decided to reduce output by 
100,000 and 600,000 barrels daily 
respectively. Libya has also cut 
production,

The “Washington Post's" Middle 
East correspondent, Jim Hoagland, 
said that Saudi Arabia's Oil Minis- 
ter, Sheikh Ahmed Zski Yamani, 
“was forced to scrap his plan to 
sell οἱ]... by the Saudi Supreme Con- 
sultative Council for Petroleum and 
Minerals, which is headed by King 
Faisal’s brother, Prince Faud....

‘Stray shots’ 
killed U.S. 
ambassador 


NICOSIA (AP). — The shots that 
killed U.S. Ambassador to Cyprus 
Rodger Davies and a_ secretary 
during an anti-American riot last 
week were fired from an unfinished 
building next to the Embassy -- 
and not by Greek Cypriot rioters 
in front — the Nicosia coroner 
ruled on ‘Monday. 

‘The coroner's verdict was that 
the deaths on August 19 of Am- 
bassador Davies, 53, and Antoni- 
nette Varanva, a Greek Cypriot 
Embassy secretary, “were due to 
homicide by a person or persons 
unknown.” 

The killings occurred while a 
raging mob of Greek Cypriot riot- 
ers, protesting America's alleged 
support of the Turkish invasion of 
Cyprus, first set fire to 13 Embassy 
ears and then began shooting at 
the Embassy pbuilding. 

The coroner, A. Ioannides, found 
that according to the evidence both 
victims died ‘when a number of 
bullets were fired indiscriminately 
from a building under construction 
south of the U.S. Embassy by a 
person or persons unknown” during, 
the demonstration. 

The verdict added that the 
“stray” bullets penetrated the 
shutters, the glass panes and cur- 
taing of the closed door of the 
Ambassador's office travelled 
through another office and into the 
corridor of the Embassy.
